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SAILORS’ UNIFORMS. 


Copied From England and Not Rep- 
resentative of America. 

All are fawiliar with the American 
tian-of-war sailor's suit, but bas any 
yue ever stopped to consider how he 
comes by it and what the origin of ft 
3? With the exception of the fit itself 
ind the stars in the corner of the collar 
the whole suit is copied trom the Eng- 
lish. One would have thought that by 
this time the American nation would 
have fallen upon some original cos- 
tume for its navy in some way more 
representative of America. 

In the early days of the British navy 
it was still the custom to tie the hair 
in a cue after well greasing it, but 
much annoyance was felt by the men 
in consequence of the oil getting on the 
rough serge of their jumpers or blouses, 
This caused the bine collar of the 
same material as the jumper to be 
added, but without inuch success, as 
the collar looked quite as untidy, so at 
length the idea of putting the blue 
‘rill one over the serge was adopted, 
the drill collar being a separate ap- 
pendage and therefore easily washed 
and kept clean. The lanyard was 
worn to represent the ropes and rig- 
ging of the ship, and the jackknife in- 
dicated that (to be paradoxical) the 
bluejacket’s object in life was death— 
to his enemy. 

In those days the neck was exposed, 
but as time went on and more thought 
was given to the welfare of the men 
this was found to be injurious to the 
health; hence the substitute of the 
white neck flannel, white being used 
to give the effect of the uncovered 
neck, 

The two rows of white braid at the 
top of the cuff represent England and 
Ireland, the one row at the bottom 
showing that Scotland had not become 
annexed, The rows of braid on the 
collar represent wholly and solely the 
victories of Nelson, 

At the opening of Lord Nelson’s 
grand career and his first great vic- 
tory at Aboukir the first row of braid 
was put on the collar, and Jack was a 
proud and happy man, and be became 
still prouder and happier when Abonkir 
was followed by Nelson’s greater vic- 
tory at Copenhagen, and the second row 
was added. But he became the proud- 
est and happiest man and, alas, also 
the most sorrowful and grief stricken, 
when that great hero and magnificent 
example of naval courage lost his life 
in his last victory at Trafalgar, and so 
the third row ot braid went

To signify the 
mouraing which filled the hearts of all 
English satlors the black scarf was 
added. This was the origin of the 
British tar’s uniform, which is both 
historical and biographical and dear to 
the heart of all English people.

FOR CAMPERS. 
Dont’s That May Save Many Thous- 
and Dollars. 


(1) Don’t, when in the woods, throw 
down a lighted match, cigar stub or 
other flaming object; make sure that 
the flame has been thoroughly extin- 
guished before throwing it away. 

(2) Don’t build your camp fire larg- 
er than is necessary. 

(3) Don't, under any circumstances, 
leave your fire unguarded, even for a 
comparatively short time; see that it 
is dead out before you go away.

To these “‘don’ts” it may be added 
gerous place, if is well to confine the 
fire in a hole dug clean down to the 
mineral soil. <A fire may smoulder 
in the humus, or ‘‘duff’’ for days, on- 
ly waiting for a strong breeze to fan 
it into a flame that may burn over 
miles of timber. 

Summer tourists and campers un, 
fortunately have a bad reputation 
among the owners of timber limits as 
being a ‘frequent cause of fires. Such 
fires could be prevented, almost with- 
out exception, by a little extra care on 
the part of the campers, who have 
been the unintentional cause of much 
forest destruction, and who have just 
as real an interest in the preservation 
of the forests as the owners of the 
timber themselves. The rules given 
above are the result of long experi- 
ence and observation on the part vf 
many woodsmen and lumbermen as 
to the origin of fires from this cause, 
and are earnestly commended to the 
attention of campers, sportsmen and 
others. 

The need for observing them is em- 
phasized by the occurrence a few days 
ago of serious fires in the Lake St. 
John district in Quebec, one village 
being wiped out; the fires are thought 
to have originated from fires left by 
fishermen.

declared war on the fee system cf 
paying clerks in the Supreme and 
; Appellate Courts. So large have the 
jemoluments of these offices become, 
reports say, that it is not unusual 
for some of the clerks to receive in 
a year from two to three times as 
much as the salary of a judge. The 
Ream ove shows that the clerk 


of the Supreme Court nets from 
$25,000 to $50,000 a year, while in the 
Appellate Court the fees run up to

basis, and suggests that $6,000 a year

FLOATING IN THE AIR. 
The Impression on Ascending In a 


Free Balloon, 

One of the first questions which I am 
usually asked by persons seeking in- 
formation about balloons is, “What is 
the sensation of going up in a balloon?" 
writes Captain C. DeF. Chandler, U. 
8. A. I will anticipate this same in- 
quiry of the readers of this article and 
state for their information that in a 
free balloon I have not noticed any pe- 
culiar physical sensation which can be 
described. It would be like trying to 
describe standing still as a sensation. 
The impression on ascending in a free 
balloon is more an optical illusion. The 
ascent is so slow and gentle that it 
cannot be felt, and one has the impres- 
sion that the balloop.de otionless and 
De Sam : dropping away. All 
Ae duises uid shouts of the people be- 
come fainter and die out. As the alti 
tude increases hills and valleys are not 
apparent, and the carth seems fiat, like 
a heantifnul colored man, showine enl- 
tirated fields, forests, ete. 

The greater part of the time a bal 
loon is moving either up or down, but 
the motion is not apparent, and it re- 
quires a statoscope to indicate whether 
the balloon is ascending or descending. 
If a considerable change of altitude is 
made in a short time, the difference in 
alr pressure may be felt on the ear 
drums. In descending even quite rap- 
idly I have never had any sensation of 
falling.

HANDLING THE HEART. 

"ne of the Startling Feats of Modern 

Surgery. 

It was in 1896 that the world was 
tartled by the report of a case of suc- 
essful stitching of a wound in a man’s 
teart. By 1902 the operation had been 
‘requently attempted, and of the 
snown cases there were nearly 40 per 
zent of recoveries, The percentage is 
slightly higher in the latest tabulation, 
So rooted is our belief that the heart is 
the most vulnerub'e organ of the body 
that we find it bard to believe that it 
can be operated on successfully, yef 
the percentage of recoveries almost 
equals that of recoveries from bullet 
wounds in the abdomen. An injury to 
the most vital organ is with modern 
surgery no longer necessarily fatal, 
says 9 writer on the “Miracles of Mod- 
ern Surgery” in Broadway Maguzine. 
Perhaps the most marvelous case 
on record is that of a patient brought 
in with a bullet wound in such a place 
that the missile must have reached the 
heart The wan still breathed, but 
there was scarcely any pulse. He was 
operated upop at once, and as soon as 
the heart was exposed a jet of blood 
twenty inches high spurted from the 
wound. This was immediately stitched 
up, stopping the loss of blood. But 
where was the bullet? Cautiously the 
heart was lifted up. There was no 
sign that the bullet had gone through 
it. It must have lodged in the heart 
itself. Ah, the surgeon can feel it 
plainly in the wall opposite the wound! 
To leave it there means death. Quick- 
ly the heart is trussed up half out of 
the body, and ,with infinite caution an 
incision is made. Rut how to get out 
the bullet? The surgeon dare not use 
forceps for fear of pushing the bullet 
back into the cavity of the heart. Very 
gently and carefully be pinches the 
heart between his thumb and forefin- 
ger, and in a moment the missile drops 
out. The wound ts stitched up and the 
cavity closed, and the patient makes a 
complete recovery. 

Handling the beating heart does not 
seem so wonderful as causing it to 
beat again after it has actually stop- 
ped. This was done in several cases 
where a wound in the heart was being 
stitched, and only after prolonged mas- 
sage was the organ induced to beat 
again. But the modern surgeon has 
gone even further. Ip cases where the 
heart has collapsed from chloroform 
during an operation he will not hesi- 
tate to make an opening to reach the 
organ by one of three routes and ap 
ply direet massage to it with his hand

Poisonous Postage Stamps. 


The London Lancet. recently called 
attention to ‘‘the very common, dirty 
practice of licking postage stamps,’’ and 
points out its many dangerous conse- 
quences. 

The Lancet, in sending out. special 
supplement parcels which require three 
stamps, struck with the| 
brilliancy of the yellow. coloring. An 
analysis was made, and it was found that | 
the coloring was due to a poisonous salt | 
chromate of lead stamp. In a! 
weight of rather more than half a grain | 
the quantity of chromate present was 2.53 | 
per cent. ‘This is a fatal dose. | One-fifth | 
of a grain would be contained in 14 stamps.

It is always a question 
with amateurs whether to buy their 
stamps used or unused, But it is safe on 
a great occasion, such as a jubilee or ex- 
position year, to buy them with the
